‘MOSCOW (BP)—Two Russian Baptist women have 
reportedly been sentenced to five years’ imprisonment. for 
operating a Sunday School in which children and young 
people were ‘‘mentally corrupted&:” 

The women were accused of inducing the children and 
young people to reject membership in Communist youth 
organizations, according to an Associated Press dispatch 


from Moscow. 


They were identified as Maria Braun and Jelena 


Tschernezkaja. 


The other persons were not identified, 


and it was not indicated whether they were sentenced.

An estimated $150,000 worth 
of materials and free labor 
was donated through the com- 
mittee, Dr. Davis said, in ad- 
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dition to the cash gifts.

PALO ALTO, Cal. (RNS)— 
The Rev. Otis Hollady, 47, a 
minister who preaches week- 
ly at the First Southern Bap- 
‘tist church of Palo Alto, be- 
lieves he is lucky because he 
knows he is going to die in a 
few months. 

Mr. Hollady, married and 
the father of a 15-year-old 
daughter,said he thinks it 
was a “break’’ for him to be 
told in advance of his forth- 
coming death from cancer. 

“It’s not how long you live, 
but how you live that’s im- 
portant,”" he said. He spends 
much of his time at the Palo 
Alto Convalescent Hospital 
encouraging elderly patients 
there. He wants to “build 
up their morale and strength- 
en their faith." 

The minister underwent 
surgery for intestinal cancer 
last August and the doctors 
told him: “We didn't get it 
all."” 

He said he has “been hav- 
ing more fun since I iearned 
about the malignancy. I see 
things in a different light now. 
I’ve lived past the immediate 
shock, and I’ve learned to 
compensate."’ 

Mr. Holladay told newsmen 
he does “more listening than 
talking’ now, and “I relax 
more.”

(Continued *from page 1) 
ular sentiment shifted 10-1 
against the proposals.

In the 88th Congress there 
were 155 Congressmen who 
introduced 152 proposed 
“prayer’’ amendments. There 
were 28 Senators who intro- 
duced resolutions. 

Interest during the current 
89th Congress, however, has 
been comparatively dormant 
with only 35 Congressmen in- 
troducing prayer -amend- 
ments and only one Senator 
up until the time of the Dirk- 
sen proposal. 

Dirksen is reported to be 
determined to press the issue © 
of a prayer amendment to a 
vote in the Senate. He report- 
edly said that if the Judiciary 
Committee does not report 
out his bill he will attach it 
as a rider to some other bill. 

In his speech on the Sen- 
ate floor Dirksen said that his 
proposed prayer amendment 
comes from confusion result- 
ing from three court cases. 

The Regents’ Prayer Case 
in New York prohibited offi- 
cial prayers composed by a 
public agency. The Schempp 
Case in Pennsylvania prohibi- 
ted the required reading of 10 
verses of the Bible in schools:

Carolina Baptists as ‘‘the fa-

When I was a small boy we 
moved out of a tiny three- 
room house into a two-room 
combination smoke house and 


coal shed. It must have been - 


a@ trying experience for my 
parents, but for my sister and 
me it was a lark. Carpenters 
came to tear down the little 
house and to build a larger 
one. — 
The tools the workmien used 
intrigued me: saws, ham- 
mers, planes, levels and crow- 
bars, to name the main ones. 
But in one of the tool chests 
‘I saw a strange tool. It looked 
like a plaything to me, a top 
with a long cord.* Patiently 
my boyish questions were an- 
swered, but not until I saw 
“the thing” in use did I un- 
derstand it. The “top” was a 
Plumb-bob; the string was a 
Plumb-line. As the framing of 
the building went up I saw a 
carpenter dangle that bob on 
the string from -his perch 
above.

The tower stands 179 
feet high. The amazing thing, 
and that which makes it a 
“wonder” is that it leans 
more than sixteen feet out of, 
the perpendicular. 

Recently the words ‘more 
than’’ have become signifi- 
cant because the tower is in 
danger of falling. Its founda- 
tion is only ten feet deep. 
Steps are being taken at great 
cost to correct the fault with- 
out destroying its fame as the 
“leaning tower.” .

Ill. Message To The Churches 3 

Believing that we either progress or stagnate,. 
changing times demand changed methods, that our 
churches are interested in serving God and People to 
the best of their ability, and that our denomination 
wishes to serve the Lord and the churches in a more 
excellent way, we make the following commendations 
to the churches of our fellowship in a spirit of humility 
and sincere earnestness, with the desire to help each 
church become increasingly effective and adequate in 
our challenging day. 

1: We would suggest that the local churches make 
an analytic study in depth, somewhat as our commit- 
tees have done, focusing on the local needs of their 
own community. We urge them to examine, in the 
light of theNew Testament, the nature, purpose, func- 
tion, and areas of work they are pursuing. This study 
should also culminate in long-range planning into the 
1970's. Inclhided in this study should be an analysis of 
the Sunday school, the content and quality of Bible 
teaching, the: results and desired results, and.the re- 
claiming of wasted areas of church ministries. 

2. We encourage the local church to assimilate,- 
adjust, and adapt the projected denominational pro- 
grams and schedules in the light of their own local 
needs and convictions without fear of misunderstand- 
ing or stigma even if they do not conform to prescribed 
methods and procedures. 

3. We call upon the local church to give a larger 
place in church programing to the home. The family 
has turned too much of the religious instruction of its 
members to the church, and the church has too glad- 
ly accepted this allocation of responsibility. We urge 
the churches to think of the family unit, as well as in- 
dividuals of a family, graded and divided in their ac- 
tivities and participation. We would caution the church 
against excessive demands and meetings that will dis- 
courage farnily life. We call upon the church to pro- 
ject a more effective and courageous program of sex 
education fer our children and youth, urging the co- 
Operation af the home in offering materials which can 


7. We would encourage the local church to take 
the initiative in programing and scheduling’ rather 
than looking to the denominatioa for full and complete 
scheduling. Each church is urged to develop her own 
calendar, to determine her time and frequency of 
meetings, dictated by her own needs. : 

8. Many vital social services and resources in the 
community are available to augment and complement 
the ministry of Christ through the church. These agen- 
cies and services are usually staffed with competent, 
highly trained specialists. The church is urged to be- 
come familiar with these services and to avail her- 
self of such ministries as are needed and desired. 

9. To be of maximum effectiveness in this rapidly 
changing age, the church must continuously rethink 
the institutional aspect of her life and ministry in the 
light of the New Testament. This may mean the pres- 
entation of the changeless Christ to q changing world 
by a changed method. 

10. We would caution the church to be aware of the 
tendency to cling to traditional concepts and practices 
when they do not adequately meet modern conditions 
and needs. a “ 

11. In‘ this day of larger churches and complicated 
schedules, the church must look harder to restore the 
Spirit. and practice of the personal sharing of. Chris- 
tian experience with each other. One of our greatest 
areas for advance is in the field~of personal fellow- 
~ in. the local church. ; 

12. The church must guard against the tendency to 
meet schedules rather meet needs. 

13. The church must involve herself more fully in 
redemptive discipline. This includes the orientation 
and absorption of the new convert and the new mietii-: 
ber. It also should include a follow-up and a follow- 
through of the redemptive ministry to inactive and in- 
different members. In the search for new members, 
we must not lose sight of the needy among our present 
membership.~

Board, said thee statistics 
were less than recorded in two 
previous years but still high 
enough to be of major concern 
to Southern Bapiists.

The Liquor Issue 


Mississippians await the action of the legislature 
to see whether there will be a state-wide referendum 
on the legalization of ‘liquor. : 

Many persons feel that there will be no referen- 
dum. From the reported statements of some wet 
leaders it is evident that they do not want'a referen- 
dum because they feel that the state will again vote 
dry. They: also are opposed to features of the gov- 
ernor’s proposal, since they do not want state-owned 
liquor stores, nor bone-dry enforcement if the majori- 
ty of the People should vote dry. Also they oppose a 
law providing enforcement by state forces, whichever 
way the people might vote. j 

Some of the wets are pressing for a bill which 
would legalize liquor in any county whigh voted wet, 
regardiess of whether the state majority favored 
liquor. From statements. which the governor has 
made, however, it appears that he will veto any legis- 
lation which does not give the people of the state 
a choice in the matter. 

The result of such differing points of view, ap- 
pears to many to be bringing an impasse, where 
there will be no referendum. Nevertheless, there are 
leaders, even in the legislature, who predict that a 
bill acceptable to the governor, finally will be passed, 
and that there will be a state-wide vote. It remains to 
be seen which group is correct. 

Meanwhile, the dry forces are ready for whatever 
may come. Organizations have been set up in every 
county in the state, to rally the dry vote if there should 
be a referendum. , - 

The Baptist Record is also ready with materials 
which will give the people of the state the true facts 
concerning the liquor situation. Authoritative statistics 
have been gathered, and materials prepared which 
will reveal the whole truth concerning liquor con- 
sumption, alcoholism, crime rates, alcohol related 
highway deaths, etc. 

All of these will be published at the proper time. 
Just now we are simply awaiting the action of the 
legislature. If there is a referendum they will be 
published in plenty of time for the people to know 
the truth before the time to vote. If there is no 
referendum, they still will be published, so that peo- 
ple can begin to press for better law enforcement in 


their areas, and for action by the legislature which 


will make such enforcement possible.

Southern Baptists have the financia] resources to 
do mighty things in God’s kingdom program. 

They do not need government funds og other sub- 
sidies for the support of their churches, programs 
or institutions, if they simply will follow God’s plan 
of church finance. 

God has clearly -revealed that His plan for the 
support of His churches is the .giving of the tithes 
and offerings of His peopl¢. 

God never has given to Southern Baptists, or any~ 
other group, a commission or a program, which His 
financial plan will not fully support. 

Last year Southern Baptists gave $637,000,000 

through the budgets of their churches. Of this, $530,- 
000,000 was used for the local church work, and $107,- 
000,000 went to mission causes. 
_ While it is impossible to know the exact tithe 
of Southern Baptists, it is variously estimated from 
about $2,000,000,000 to $2,500,000,000 per year. Sup- 
pose we take the lower estimate and add $37,000,000 
to it to give a round figure. This would mean that 
tithing by every member would give Southern Bap- 
tist churches an additional income of $1,400,000,000 
per year. This is more than twice as much as ‘was 
actually given last year. 

With such an income, the work of every 
church could be doubled, making $1,260,000,000 for 
local work, and still leave more than $775,000,000 for 
mission work. This is seven times as much as was 
given to missions last year. It is hard even to imag- 
ine what such giving would do for our world pro- 
gram. And this is just for one year, and would be re- 
peated and enlarged each year, as the convention 

rew. : 
: How can such giving be achieved? Only by a 
greatly enlarged program of. teaching God’s plan of 
church finance. In pulpit, in class, in union, in circle, 
in home, in literature, and in every other way, 
members old and new must be taught that God ex- 
pects ever Christian to bring tithes and offerings for 


_ the support of His work. 


Certainly we cannot expect that every member 
immediately will accept God’s plan for his support 
of the church, but we must make that our goal, 
and continue to press toward it. 

The convention has developed great stewardship 
programs, adaptable to any church, with the purpose 
of teaching this program, and guiding the church in 
stewardship. Thousands of churches are using these 
programs and are enlisting millions of their people, 
bringing great advance both in their local program, 
and in’ denominational support. The convention also 
is promoting a “Tithe Now’’ campaign, seeking to 
enlist millions of new tithers. 

Thousands of churches, large and small, which 
have not heretofore used these programs, should 
adopt them. In doing so they will enlist hundreds of 
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thousands. more of their members in scriptural 
church support. 

God’s plan is the answer to the financial needs 
of the churches. Nothing else is needed, now or ever.

Planning Ahead 


Elsewhere in this issue of the Record you will 
find a report of the committee appointed to make 
recommendations for the period of ‘‘°70 Onward’’. 
This committee was appointed three years age and 
is now making its first report to the churches -and 
to the denomination. 


It should be clearly understood by our readers 


that is NOT the program of Southern Baptists for 


the period of the "70s, but is simply the first report 
of a committee chosen to make some studies con- 
cerning what Southern Baptists should consider em-_ 
phasizing in that period. 

Long range planning is absolutely essential if 
great goals are to be reached, and advance is to be 
achieved. Speaking in Nashville at the meeting of 
the Executive Committee, last month, Dr. Duke Mc- 
Call of Louisville Seminary, urged Southern Baptists 
to make long range plans. He said that the denomi- 
nation must make such plans or die. 

The ‘purpose of this committee for ‘‘70 Onward” 
to study what Southern Baptists should include in their 
long range plans for that decade. The report which 
it now makes includes some very important sugges- 
tions, and should be carefully considered, and widely 
discussed across the convention. 

We heartily approve of some of the suggestions. 
Some of them, however, including those concerning 
cooperation with other denominations, should be most 
carefully studied to be sure that they do not mean 
more than they say, or bring involvements which 
we do not want. There is not as much emphasis on 
evangelism, world missions, and stewardship as there 
might be, although they are included. We are dis- 
turbed that there is no reference to giving emphasis 
to the great doctrinal distinctives of Baptists. Maybe 
it is there, and we overlooked it, but a careful read- 
ing several times failed to reveal it. There is a 
reason for our Baptist position, and our constituency 
must be indoctrinated and led to develop strong 
Baptist convictions, if they are to be the witnesses 
for Christ and builders of the churches and “denomi- 
nation, which are needed in this hour. 

This report should be carefully studied and widely 
discussed by Southern Baptists as plans are made for 
the future. ; :

‘God And Creation’ 


As daring and bold as the 
exploits of our astronauts are, 
their trips are like going 
around the corner for a loaf 
of bread compared to the far 
reaches of our universe, We 
used to think our universe 
was big when astronomers 
said it would take 1,200,000 of 
our earths to equal the size 
of the sun. 


But astronomers continue to 
push back the curtain that 
veils the glories of outer 
space. As recently as 1960, 
astronomers sighted the first 
“quasars,”’ believed to be as 
far as 4 billion light years 
away. (A light year is the 
distance light can travel in a 
year at 186,000 miles per sec- 
ond.) 


This means that when an 
astronomer studies the light 
from a quasar, he is looking 
billions of years into the past. 
If, as some believe, the uni- 
verse is about 10 billion years 
old, then we are getting rela- 
tively close to seeing some of 
the universe as it appeared 
near Creation. 

The behaviour of these 
quasars affirms that the uni- 
verse had a starting point. 
(In contrast with the theory 
that it has always been here.) 
The reason is that these far- 
distant quasars become less 
numerous and move slower 
with the passing of time. 
Compare an exploding fire- 
cracker. Near the impact, 
there are more shreds of pa- 
per and they are moving fast- 
er. Further away, the frag- 
ments thin out and slow down. 
If the universe—as some sci- 
entists believe—started with a 
tremendous’ ‘explosion of 
densely compacted matter, 
the newly discovered quas- 
ars fit into that pattern. 

How will space travel and 
our expanding knowledge of

If you could 
come with us here in the West 
where we have so many peo- 
ple from so many different ra-

“Ghanans resent the Rus- 
sians,”’ he explained, ‘‘be- 
cause Khrushchev called 
them savages and threatened 
to bury them.”

pleased with the overthrow of . 


Kwame Nkrumah, who was 
more unpopular than most 
people suspected, Willard 
said. Nkrumah’s pictures and 
statues, which were every- 
where, were all taken down in 
one day.
